KENT International Airport at Man- 
ston has been dealt a blow with the 
news that freight operator MK Air¬ 
lines has gone into administration. 

The airline, which flew from KIA, has suspend¬ 
ed its programme and is now seeking investment 
to get back in the sky. 

The company - a large part of whose activity 
involved the transportation of vegetable produce 
from Africa - listed financial difficulties and the 
high cost of aviation fuel as principle factors in its 
move to administration. 

The loss of the MK operation - at least until 
further investment can be found - comes as 
another setback to KIA owner Infratil’s bid to 
establish the airport as a major player in the UK 
aviation industry. 

In April, Hong Kong Oasis Airlines, which flew 
training flights from KIA, ceased trading. 

James Bradney, Andrew Duncan and Michael 
Oldham, of BKL Business Recovery LLP, were ap¬ 
pointed MK administrators on Tuesday last week. 

An airline spokesman said: “For several months 
MK Airlines has been in discussion with several 
interested parties about potential investments in 
the business to refinance and reposition the air¬ 
line with more efficient aircraft. 

“These talks have taken place in what is clear¬ 
ly a difficult economic climate, during which time 
the airline - like all others - has had to cut costs 
and restructure its operations because of the ex¬ 
traordinarily high cost of fuel.” 

MK was founded in Ghana in 1990 and has had 
a difficult history. 

An article in The Times referred to it as “an air¬ 
line with one of the world’s worst safety records”, 
claiming its initial registration in Ghana had

allowed it to benefit from weak safety 
standards. It detailed four crashes in 
12 years. 

In the worst incident - in October 
2004 - MK Flight 1602 crashed just 
moments after take-off from Halifax 
airport in Nova Scotia, Canada. Seven 
people were killed. 

Three other crashes were reported 
in Nigeria, one of them involving a 
fatality. 

MK has now suspended services 
but keeps its Civil Aviation Authority, 
Airport Operator Certificate. It is 
hoped that the company can be res¬ 
cued from its current plight. 

Yourthanet asked Matt Clarke, chief 
executive of KLA, how much of a blow 
MK’s troubles was to the airport. In 
response, the following statement was 
released through KIA’s PR company: 

“It’s never good to hear news like 
this about an airline customer - how¬ 
ever, it is encouraging that the admin- 
strators, along with MK manage¬ 
ment, continue to sound out potential 
investors with a view to getting the 
company back up and running. 

“MK are not the first and nor will 
they be the last airline to suffer in what 
is a hugely challenging worldwide avi¬ 
ation environment at present - how¬ 
ever, the long-term success of the air¬ 
port is not dependent on one operator. 

“We are involved in discussions 
with a number of potential customers 
and remain confident in the airport’s 
ability to become a successful opera¬ 
tor of passenger and freight services.” 

MK chief executive officer Mike 
Kruger said: “Talks with potential 
investors have taken far longer than 
we would have hoped, not least because 
of this difficult economic climate. 

“While we continue to discuss 
options with potential new partners 
we are working with the admini¬ 
strators to financially restructure the 
company and find a way of taking the 
business forward.”

Agents feel the 
pinch as market 
activity slackens

ESTATE agents across the isle 
are facing hard times, laying off 
staff and vacating offices as the 
housing market slows. 

One company to have felt the strain is the 
independent, family-run Terence Painter Prop¬ 
erties, which has closed its Ramsgate office. 

The company’s James Painter said the 
Ramsgate site was used primarily to deal 
with its involvement in the Royal Sands 
development at the former Pleasurama site, 
but a small on-site office would now suffice. 

Mr Painter said: “We have closed the 
Ramsgate branch. The property market has 
been quieter. The market has been tough and 
a number of agencies and lawyers have made 
redundancies, ourselves included.” 

Law firms such as Boys and Maughan, 
which deal with the legal side of property 
deals, have also shed staff, while other estate 
agencies, such as Miles and Barr, have also 
had to shrink staffing levels. 

Mr Painter added: “You can ride it for so 
long, but without sufficient revenue coming 
in you can’t keep doing it. 


“It’s certainly a lot less busy than it was 
last year.” 

Christian Miles, of Miles and Barr, said: 
“The market is very tough. We’re finding 
things hard to shift.” 

He said people trying to sell houses for 
more than they were worth were also causing 
headaches. “Vendors have got to be realistic 
and listen to us with regards to price,” he 
said. “If a vendor listens to us, we will be able 
to sell it for them.” 

The firm has had to cut jobs across the 
county. Mr Miles said: “It’s unfortunate, but 
you have to upscale and downscale with the 
market It’s horrible, but it’s part of survival.” 

The picture is not all bleak, however. 

Mr Painter said there was still hope that 
the situation could improve. “I’m still hoping 
that the Thanet property market can buck 
the trend,” he said. 

“Prices here are still relatively cheap com¬ 
pared with the rest of the county and we 
have a bit more of a buffer for growth. It is 
still a key area that people want to move to. 

“People are having a much harder time get¬ 
ting finances now and, as much as they want 
to move, if they can’t get the mortgages, then 
it affects the market. But it’s not all doom 
and gloom.”

Gale hails 'brave' 
decision by Davis 

ISLE MP Roger Gale has described the action 
taken by shadow home secretary David Davis 
in standing down from Parliament to fight a 
by-election as “a brave decision taken by a very 
brave man in the national interest”.

Mr Gale said: “David feels very strongly, and 
rightly, that the liberties and the freedoms of 
the individual have, under this government, 
been eroded to the point of danger and as a 
consequence he believes a stand has to be 
made.”

Nineteen rehomed 
after former hotel 
is deemed fire risk 

A PROPERTY in Cliftonville has been closed 
down by Thanet council officers, with 19 
people having to be rehomed. 

The former hotel in Northdown Road has 
been shut down as it posed an imminent risk 
to the health and safety of those living there. 

The building was judged to be a fire risk and 
in poor condition due to lack of adequate man¬ 
agement. 

Residents who lived in the flats also had to 
put up with a leaky roof, little or no access to 
kitchen facilities, and broken windows. 

Council officers first visited No 254/258 
Northdown Road during a crackdown on anti¬ 
social behaviour in May. 

They arranged a return visit so they could 
conduct a more in-depth inspection of the 
property and ascertain the level and type of 
occupation, which they were unable to do on 
their first visit. 

Action was taken under the Housing Act, 
following a joint inspection with Kent Fire 
and Rescue. 

Prevention 

During the second round of Operation Clean 
Sweep, 36 tonnes of rubbish was cleared from 
five premisies by waste and recycling teams. 

Three alleyways were cleared by volunteers, 
with more than 70 bags of rubbish taken away, 
along with furniture, rubble and hardcore. 

Seven notices were issued to commercial 
premises in the area, five for the prevention of 
rats because of the amount of rubbish that had 
accumulated at the premises, and two for 
failing to obey trade waste rules. 

Meanwhile, 60 Fixed Penalty Notices were 
issued for parking offences and five informal 
notices served for minor food safety contraven¬ 
tions. One health and safety notice was served

QUESTION & ANSWER 





Q Who or what got you involved in local politics? 

A I’ve been interested in politics ever since I 
started work as an electrical apprentice in 
the early 1970s.

are not reducing 
says new report 



JUST CHECKING: Police officers search people in the street, but a report says PCSOs are of little use in high-crime areas

AN INVESTIGATION into the im¬ 
pact of police community support offi¬ 
cers has discovered they have little 
impact in areas where crime is high. 

PCSOs, as they are known, are members of 
support staff employed, directed and managed 
by their county police force. They complement 
and support police officers, and are designed to 
offer greater public reassurance. 

They do not have the same powers as police 
officers, however. 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the Kent Police 
Authority said she welcomed the evaluation 
report into the effect of PCSOs but emphasised 
more work needs to be done in the field of 
reducing anti-social behaviour. 

This will involve introducing teams of officers 
each responsible for a specific area which has 
encountered problems. 

Investment 

Mrs Barnes said: “Our first report showed 
that where we had deployed police community 
support officers the quality of life of residents 
had improved and crime had lowered. 

“However, this time our second report has 
shown that in high crime areas the impact has¬ 
n’t been felt and that’s one reason why we have 
allocated new ‘Task Teams’ to be introduced in 
September to act as the enforcement arm of 
neighbourhood policing.” 

The report was discussed between top police 
officials and members of the authority at a 
meeting which looked at the role of the officers 
in the past 12 months. 

Mrs Barnes, who gave the go ahead to fund 
the PCSOs, said: “We must critically look at our 
investments and understand what benefits 
they are bringing. 

“It’s our duty to the public to make sure we 
are getting a return and not wasting money. 

“The authority didn’t rush headlong into our 
investment, we researched, ran pilot pro¬ 


grammes and evaluated them before other 
forces and the Government. 

“To have police officers patrolling for the 
same number of hours as police community 
support officers we would have to find an extra 
£3 million a year - impossible to do. 

“This report is warts and all and is valuable 


to the authority and force and highlights point¬ 
ers where we need to make changes - which is 
why we carried out the research. 

“We remain confident that police community 
support officers do a good job on the streets, they 
provide a uniformed presence and are invalu¬ 
able to Kent Police and the service it delivers.” 


Energy firms 
blasted over 
high charges 

ENERGY companies have ignored 
Government warnings to stop over¬ 
charging low-income families on their 
fuel bills, the National Housing Feder¬ 
ation has claimed. 

British Gas, E.on, Npower and 
Scottish and Southern Energy are con¬ 
tinuing to charge households with pre¬ 
payment meters almost £300 more for 
their gas and electricity than better-off 
customers who set up online accounts, 
according to figures published by the 
consumer watchdog, Energywatch. 

They also pay up to £89 more than cus¬ 
tomers who pay their bills on a quarter¬ 
ly basis - despite paying for their fuel up 
front and rarely switching supplier. 

The Government had been expected to 
use reserve legal powers to compel the 
energy companies to lower their tariffs 
for such customers - following a high 
profile campaign by the National 
Housing Federation, and a number of 
leading charities. 

But the companies were given a “last 
chance” by the Chancellor Alistair 
Darling, warning them to slash their 
charges. 

New figures released by Energywatch, 
revealed Npower charged prepayment 
meter customers £298 more than those 
on their cheapest tariff. 

British Gas was a close second, charging 
£264 more, while E.on slapped a premium 
of £206 for customers using prepayment 
meters. And Scottish and Southern 
Energy (SSE) charged its prepayment 
meter customers £171 more than those 
signed up to their cheapest tariffs. 

The major providers said they have 
agreed on a £250 discount for those who 
are struggling to meet their bills whatev¬ 
er their method of payment. 

A spokesman for Npower added: 
“Anyone can change their method of 
payment. It is quite often the case that 
prepaid meters are used by landlords of 
tenanted properties so that there are no 
outstanding bills at the end of a period of 
tenure. But if anyone objects to this they 
can ask their landlords for a change.”

THE National Health Service cele¬ 
brates its 60 th birthday next 
month - an anniversary marking 
the greatest revolution in health¬ 
care in the world. 

And to mark the occasion, we want to hear 
from anyone who shares their birthday with 
the much-admired service. 

So, if you were bom between July 5, 1948 - 
the day the NHS itself was created - and 
December 31 of the same year, we want to 
hear from you.

dispose of waste responsibly but then dump¬ 
ing it in public areas. These are the people 
we have in our sights. 

“It costs £100 million every year to investi¬ 
gate and clear up illegally dumped waste. 
This consultation will give everyone the 
opportunity to have their say on how we can 
tackle these crimes.” 

Among the measures proposed are dou¬ 
bling the maximum fine to £10,000 and 
making it an offence to provide false and 
misleading information on a waste carrier 
application form and for failure to notify of 
changes to registration details. 



Mosquito to buzz 
off after debate 


KENT Youth County Council (KYCC) 
members have been praised by local 
authority chiefs for their role in helping ban 
the use of so-called Mosquito devices. 

The devices - which emit high-frequency 
sounds which can only be heard by those 
under 25 - are used to prevent youngsters 
gathering outside public buildings. 

But Kent County Council has confirmed 
it is among one of the first authorities in the 
UK to ban them from its sites. 

Since their introduction in January 2006, 
they have been installed across the country 
in more than 3,500 locations. 

KYCC members were invited to debate 
the issue with KCC’s cabinet earlier this 
year by Mike Hill, the councillor responsi¬ 
ble for community services. 

At a full county council meeting in May, it 
was agreed that KCC would ban the use of 
the device and it would lobby central gov¬ 
ernment for a national ban. This is on the 
grounds that they infringe young people’s 
rights and target all young people, regard¬ 
less of how they are behaving. 

It was also felt that their use “contradicts 
the authority’s duty to represent young peo¬ 
ple and listen to and respect their views”. 

Cllr Hill said: “I am grateful to KYCC 
members for helping to debate this issue. 
These devices are abhorrent and give com¬ 
pletely the wrong message to young people. 

“The noise may result in youngsters mov¬ 
ing away when there is no need for them to 
do so because they are causing no harm. 

“I am grateful for the strong views of 
KYCC which informed the county council 
debate and the decision that was taken. 

“This is testament to how seriously we 
take this issue and how important it is that 
our young people are listened to.”

PLANS to build new accommo¬ 
dation at the Royal School for 
Deaf Children in Margate are 
coming to fruition. 

A new 32-bed building will be used for col¬ 
lege students to stay in at term time and 
has four high-dependency beds. 

Construction will get under way at the 
school in Victoria Road, Margate, when grub¬ 
bing out has been completed. 

Slow-worms were discovered on the site 
last year and many were taken to the 
Monkton nature reserve as they are protect¬ 
ed from being killed, injured or sold under 
the Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981.

Labour took office in 1997. 

In 2000, Labour abolished the 
fuel-price escalator introduced by 
the Conservatives in 1993, and fuel 
duty as a percentage of pump price 
started to drop. Fuel duty was also 
frozen from 2003 to 2007. 

Part of the point of fuel duty is to 
persuade people to buy smaller, 
more fuel-efficient cars when they 
replace their existing cars. 

The other part is to assure manu¬ 
facturers who have several years’ 
lead time when designing cars that, 
yes, fuel-efficient cars will be mar¬ 
ketable regardless of what happens 
to the oil price, thanks to fuel duty. 

This was the key lesson from the 
70s, when American manufacturers 
produced innovations like electric 
cars, which came on-stream just as 


the oil price collapsed circa 1985. 
They lost money and refused to 
invest any more in the expensive 
technology - it’s no accident that all 
the fuel-efficient cars come from 
Japan and Europe, where fuel duty 
has been ratcheted up. 

The Government has also been 
trying with speed cameras and 
advertising to get people to slow 
down, not just because of road 
deaths, but because speeding bums 
excessive fuel. We’ve failed, thanks 
to campaigns in the Daily Mail 
about the right to speed. 

The Government is also propos¬ 
ing to change the road tax regime 
in favour of more fuel-efficient cars. 

Changes to vehicle excise duty 
were spelled out in the small print 
of March’s Budget. 

The changes, which take effect 
next spring, added six new bands of 
car tax, depending on how much car¬ 
bon dioxide the car produced per 
kilometre. Greenest cars are charged 


the least; the heaviest, the most. 

All in keeping with the Govern¬ 
ment’s green agenda, but what has 
caused most anger is the back¬ 
dating of the new taxes to apply to 
all cars bought since 2001. 

Fair enough if you know what 
you’re getting yourself into, so the 
thinking goes, but people with older 
cars are being stung by a retrospec¬ 
tive tax they couldn’t have antici¬ 
pated when they picked up the keys 
to the carbon-emitting car. 

The Government claims “the maj¬ 
ority of drivers” - some 55 per cent 
- “will be better or no worse off”. 

So here’s the dilemma: being ‘en¬ 
vironmentally sound’ costs money. 
No amount of spin can hide that. 

Secondly, the benefits are in the 
future, whereas the costs are now. I 
see the Government trying to do 
the ‘right’ thing but, as in so many 
areas, individual, short-term gain 
may prove more attractive to cer¬ 
tain types of voter.

Dave almost swept me over 

I like Dave Green, but when I read his comments in the June LL edition of 
Yourthanet (Time to clean up the seafront') I was so flabbergasted I 
almost gave a customer the correct change. 

Eastcliff promenade and Marina Esplanade have been neglected for 
years. 

Dave has been a district councillor for well over 13 years and for eight of 
those Labour controlled Thanet council. But only now is he calling for a 
clean-up. What has he been doing all this time? 

In 2002, Iris Johnston, then a council cabinet member, joined a group of 
proto-Ramsgate Firsters on a tour of Eastcliff from George VI Park to 
Harbour Parade.

Dave and Elizabeth Green have taken credit for the new 'olde' lamp-posts, 
but not for the fact that they have largely been a bodge job. 

Dave also claims that Thanet council ignores his concerns. Oh really? 

Does he talk to the same people I do? 

Since I decided 18 months ago that Eastcliff would be my ward to fight, 

I have raised numerous problems directly with the appropriate 
departments at Thanet council and have seen remedial work undertaken 
immediately. I reported an unsafe railing and later a broken balustrade, 
both of which could have resulted in a fatality. 

Within hours they had been fenced off and within weeks repaired. 

I find the staff at the council very helpful if you treat them as human 
beings rather than as serfs. No, I haven't gone native -1 passionately want 
to see the end of that useless appendage (Thanet council) - but I don't 
have to hate the poor beggars who work for it. 

I sent Dave and the council an email on May 6 about the lack of waste 
bins on Eastcliff promenade. Dave did not reply, but Ruth Sanders of 
Amenities did, emailing me back straight away to say that she was treating 
it as a matter of priority. 

I don't expect praise for my efforts, mostly unrecorded here, but neither 
did I expect a councillor who, unlike me, has never swung a broom on 
Eastcliff, to boast of his sudden insights after he has had 13 years to assess 
the situation.

Speed reduction 
schemes on track 

As county councillors for Ramsgate, 
we are delighted to have successfully 
supported residents of Nethercourt 
and Southwood in their campaign for 
desperately-needed road safety 
measures. 

At the recent Joint Kent/Thanet 
Transport Committee, it was agreed 
that a package of measures be 
promoted. 

These include the consideration of 
a reduction in speed limit from 


40mph to 30mph for Nethercourt 
Hill, London Road and Canterbury 
Road East. 

In addition, parking restrictions 
are proposed for the junctions of 
Nethercourt Hill/St Lawrence High 
Street with Nethercourt Farm Road, 
Nethercourt Gardens, Southwood 
Gardens and Ashbumham Road. 

New pedestrian crossing islands 
are proposed for Nethercourt Hill 
and Canterbury Road East. 

A zebra or pelican crossing is being 
investigated for St Lawrence High 
Street. 

Regarding Chilton Lane, it is hoped 
that staggered parking, double 
yellow lines and possibly a one-way 
northbound road between Downs 
Road and Saxon Road can be 
achieved. 

Detailed investigation and con¬ 
sultation on these safety measures 
will now take place. 

We are happy to be able to respond 
to contacts with residents, including 
a number of petitions concerning 
these matters. 

We are pleased with the proposed 
package of recommendations, par¬ 
ticularly the measures aimed at 
improving safety around Chilton 
School, and the recommendation to 
reduce the speed limit on Nether¬ 
court Hill, London Road and Canter¬ 
bury Road East to 30mph (currently 
40mph). 

The speed reduction plus the 
upgrade of pedestrian crossings, road 
markings and signage should make 
these roads much safer for 
pedestrians and other road users. 

We would obviously like to see 
these recommendations implemen¬ 
ted as soon as possible following 
thorough consultation.

HEADLINERS The Coral 
are getting ready to Lounge 
on the Farm as Kent’s festi¬ 
val season continues. 

The Mercury Prize-nominated 
band will top an impressive bill that 
includes an array of big names and 
exciting new talent.

For The Coral, Lounge on the Farm 
will be another chance to have fun in 
the sun (hopefully) though there is a 
ban on a certain item of festival 
footwear, as organ player Nick Power 
revealed.

The band started out as members 
of the Liverpool music scene and 
released their self-titled debut album 
in 2002.

Their many fans include hard-to- 
please Noel Gallagher, who even lent 
them the use of his studio and vin¬ 
tage equipment to record their latest 
album Roots & Echoes. 

“He doesn’t throw lots of compli¬ 
ments at you,” Power said. “We’ve 
toured with him and he said ‘use our 
studio for nothing’. He came down a 
few times. Noel’s done lots of stuff to 
help us because he likes us.” 

Having formed as teenagers in 
Merseyside, The Coral seemed to be 
pretty confident of their ability to 
produce good tunes. 

When their debut album was nom¬ 
inated for the prestigious Mercury 


Prize, Power was less than impressed 
with the industry endorsement. 

“I had seen the judges and I don’t 
need to be given an A* from a jour¬ 
nalist in a suit,” he said. “I don’t need 
them to say that it’s alright. I won’t 
judge someone who is good because 
they probably know already I don’t 
really get it.” 

Once the festival season is over The 
Coral will be starting work on a new 
album, though this will be achieved 
in their own style. 

“It sort of falls into place,” Power 
said. ‘We have a bit of time off and we 
all start writing in our own time. It’s 
not like everyone will be in the gym 
weightlifting. We pick up our guitars 
and put the telly on. We all con¬ 
tribute, it’s what we do.”

Audrey returns 
to her roots

IT is exactly two years since 
Audrey Tautou teamed up with 
Tom Hanks in Hollywood block¬ 
buster The Da Vinci Code. But 
rather than use the experience to 
launch an assault on the American 
film industry, the diminutive 
French starlet chose simply to slip 
quietly back out of the limelight. 

“I don't want to do an anonymous Hollywood 
movie which is why I'm not interested in those 
types of experiences,” she explains. 

“I like my work and I like to work, because I 
like to meet people, so it really depends on the 
people I'm going to work with. 

“It’s not a question of language, or country or 
where the production is set, it’s only a question 
of people and talent.” 

Audrey first came to the world’s attention in 
2001 French language film Amelie, the tale of 
a shy but eccentric Parisian girl, who finds 
pleasure in observing other people’s lives and 
subtly interfering with them. 

Then came her first English role the follow¬ 
ing year as a struggling Turkish woman in 
Dirty Pretty Things, Stephen Frears’ drama 
about immigrants in London. 

Now she is back speaking in her native 
tongue in the romantic comedy Priceless, 
alongside a young Nicholas Cage lookalike, 
Gad Elmaleh. 

Audrey plays Irene, a scheming gold digger 
who mistakes shy waiter Jean (Gad) for a mil¬ 
lionaire. When she finds out he doesn’t actual¬ 
ly have a penny to his name, she runs off to the 
Cote d’Azur. 

Jean follows and sets himself up as a male 
gigolo to earn some money - and Irene’s 
respect. Before long the pair inevitably fall in 
love. 

“I loved this movie, because yes it’s a roman-

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tic comedy, but in other ways it’s cruel and 
heartless,” Audrey says. 

“It’s not like a sweet sugary comedy where 
it’s all about romance and love. It’s quite dark, 
like a satire.” 

After playing very likeable characters in 
Amelie and The Da Vinci Code, Irene is some¬ 
thing of a departure for the 31-year-old 
actress. 

“It was a good opportunity for me to play a 
strong character,” she admits. 

“She’s tough but she’s also special because 
her motivation is from something in her 
youth. I really think she has an admiration - 
almost a compulsion - for this luxury uni¬ 
verse. 

“She thinks to be happy she needs to be in 
the universe of money. It’s like a security for 
her. But in a way she avoids true feelings.” 

For Audrey, the daughter of a dentist and a 
teacher from the Auvergne, money has never 
been important - and now she has earned her 
fair share through the success of her films, 
she finds it hard to come to terms with being 
well-off.

“For me, it’s still a novelty. I still feel like a 
foreign character with money.” 

Despite all the critical acclaim she has 
received, with a Bafta nomination to boot, 
Audrey admits she still has doubts about her 
acting ability. 

“I am not self-confident at all,” she reveals. 
“It’s a paradox in a way. I would say I know 
what I don’t want to do, but I don’t know what 
I can do. 

“I need to be reassured. Most of the time, 
when I’m hired for a part, I always think 
there’s been some kind of mistake.” 

Worries aside, Audrey’s career success looks 
set to continue, albeit on this side of the 
Atlantic and she is working on a biopic of fash¬ 
ion icon Coco Chanel.

IT is easy at times to read 
holiday brochures promis¬ 
ing relaxation for parents 
and non-stop entertain¬ 
ment for children, and 
ponder if the combination 
is an impossible dream.

Brit buyers look 
south and west 

BRITONS are still buying homes in con¬ 
tinental Europe, where cash goes fur¬ 
ther than it does in the domestic mar¬ 
ket, according to analysts. 

Paul Collins is property editor at over¬ 
seas investor magazine BuyAssociation. 

He said the attraction was not just 
financial gains, but the use of homes in 
the sun for holidays. 

This makes southern and western 
European countries the most popular 
areas in which to buy. 

Mr Collins said: “They will remain 
that way because of the ease of getting 
to them and the fact that the culture 
and economy is geared to foreigners 
buying property.” 

Emerging markets such as the former 
Eastern Bloc countries are still attrac¬ 
tive to those looking for a purely finan¬ 
cial investment. 

Among the factors which help this are 
favourable immigration policies adopted 
by European Union states, many of 
which favour newcomers who can speak 
English. 

In many countries, a points system 
operates which has a clear bias in 
favour of English speakers. 

Southern comfort 
defies the gloom 

THE South East saw the second highest 
growth in house prices across the UK as 
people in the region continued to defy the 
national credit crunch. 

Latest figures take into account the 
change in prices in the 12 months lead¬ 
ing up to April. 

The highest annual house price growth 
was in London (7.5 per cent), followed by 
the South East (6.3 per cent). 

Kent remains one of the most attrac¬ 
tive places to buy in the country because 
of its communication links, including the 
high-speed rail link to London set to 
open next year. 

Building projects such as the Thames 
Gateway and Ashford and its surrounds, 
are reportedly also unaffected by the 
recent gloom around the market. 

Price rises in the North were far less 
impressive, in some areas just reaching 
one per cent. 

The annual UK house price growth 
rate for first-time buyers fell from 4.9 per 
cent in March to 3.9 per cent in April. 

However, national trends continue to 
look gloomy, with some experts predict¬ 
ing a two-year slump in the market. 


Cheap, but beware 
studio flat pitfalls

AS house prices fall, the idea of a 
studio flat becomes more attractive to 
buyers - but experts warn that there 
can be pitfalls. 

Price is the main attraction and stamp duty is 
lower on a studio. But when the property market 
looks in good health, they are far less popular... so 
more difficult to sell on. 

Other disadvantages include the lack of a second 
bedroom for guests or the possibility of letting accom¬ 
modation and the way that estate agents calculate the 
worth of a property, using floor space as a major factor. 

Additional minus factors include a lack of flexibility 
on floor usage because of the obvious limited space. 

“When the market weakens and prices slip a little, 
it brings studios within reach of a wider audience,” 
said Andy Finch, head of new homes sales in 
Manchester for Knight Frank. 

“Buyers can save between £20,000 and £25,000, 
compared with a small one-bedroom unit.” 

But, while cheaper than one-bedroom properties, 
studios may not represent great value, according to 
market analysts, when the bigger picture is taken 
into account. 

“Estate agents are now valuing property on the 
price per square footage, and this is not very flatter¬ 
ing for studio apartments,” said Russell Hunt, of 
Property Hunt. 

There are other drawbacks to a one-room flat. A 
separate bedroom provides first-time buyers with 
the option to let a room if their monthly mortgage 
payments rise. And studios rarefy provide a long¬ 
term base. 

“Buyers and tenants grow out of studios more 
quickly than one-bed flats,” said Mr Hunt. “The 
market for studios is very select, so in a buoyant 
period could prove tricky to sell.” 

Finance for a studio can also present problems. 

“Lenders are not keen to lend on studios,” said 
Melanie Bien, of Savills Private Finance. 

“Much depends on the size of the property. They will 
want it to be at least 380 sq ft before they will lend. 

“Part of the reason is concern over the resale value. 
There is far more demand for one-beds than studios, 
so it should be much easier to sell the former than the 
latter - and that protects the lender’s investment.”

Yaris leaves Prius 
green with envy 

TOYOTA’S Yaris supermini has been 
voted Green Car of the Year 2008 by the 
Environmental Transport Association 
(ETA) eco-watchdog. 

Criteria used were power, emissions,

IT is nothing like Volkswagen’s 
original Beetle ‘people’s car’, but 
the latest Passat goes a long way 
to pleasing many people. 

On one hand it competes with company car 
hacks like the Vauxhall Vectra; on the other it 
rivals executive models and proves that not 
everyone is seduced by a three-pointed 
Mercedes star or BMW propeller badge, when 
they can buy a roomy and fully-loaded Passat 
for a lot less. 

But can the VeeDub really compete with big 
executive names, including sister brand 
Audi? We tested a high spec 2.0 TDI170 SEL 
- £23,500 if you include the optional (£1,320) 
six-speed DSG gearbox - the twin-clutch unit 
that drives beautifully whether you select 
auto or manual. 

The car’s chassis and dynamics represent a 
major advance on its beautifully made yet 
flawed predecessor; the latest car’s underpin¬ 
nings being based on the excellent Golf plat¬ 
form that has revolutionised many other mod¬ 
els across the ever-growing VW group family. 


Grip and responsiveness are excellent, yet 
the car delivers just the right level of comfort 
and refinement, especially noticeable across 
rural Kent after winter’s usual upsurge of 
potholes, fraying edges and cracks. Needless 
to say, even in this high-output 170PS form, 
the 2.0-litre VW diesel is smooth and is well 
insulated from the cabin in any case, making 
the Passat a magnificent motorway cruiser 
and capable of delivering mid-40s to 50mpg. 

Cabin ambience is also high quality, with 
well-arranged and durable switchgear, plenti¬ 
ful stowage pockets and cubby holes and 
excellent space efficiency that underlines how 
well the car competes with the likes of the 
Mercedes E-Class, BMW 5-Series and Audi 
A6 from a much higher price range. 

And the provision of spacious leg and head 
room for three in the rear has not been at the 
expense of the boot - one of the largest in its 
class and a clue to the Estate’s huge load-lug¬ 
ging capacity.

Long-established firm 
in multi-million deals 

A COMMERCIAL law partner at one of 
the South East’s leading law firms 
Furley Page has helped a UK offshoot of 
a global plastics manufacturing and 
supply group in two reorganisations in¬ 
volving asset and share purchases worth 
tens of millions of pounds. 

Susan Jennings, 35 is head of the cor¬ 
porate team at Furley’s Thames Gate¬ 
way office at Chatham. She worked with 
an Aliaxis Holdings UK team on the 
reorganisations redistributing millions of 
pounds within the group and a buyback 
of shares in one of the UK subsidiaries 
for more than £60 million. 

Established 280 years ago, Furley has 
offices in Canterbury and Whitstable, as 
well as in Chatham. 

Fuel rise unnecessary 

A MASSIVE £505 million in tax on fuel 
has been raked in by the Government in 
just a few weeks. The British Chambers 
of Commerce say this is the same as 
what will be raised by the proposed 2p 
fuel duty rise in October during this tax 
year - so the rise is unjustifiable. 

Its model estimates the increase in the 
North Sea oil tax revenues will be £390m 
of the £505m windfall, and £115m is 
extra VAT on fuel at the pump. 

Thames Gateway Chamber of Com¬ 
merce chief executive Tracey Manley 
said: “We have taken soundings from our 
members and, with the recession biting, 
it is incomprehensible they should be 
asked pay more for fuel. Many are strug¬ 
gling to remain competitive.” 

Avoid negative effect 

STRESS and depression can surface in 
any company - and they can have nega¬ 
tive knock-on effects on efficiency. 

Maidstone solicitors Brachers say that 
the Advisory, Conciliation and Arbi¬ 
tration Service has published guidance 
which indicates that three in every ten 
employees will have a mental health 
problem in any one year. 

Maria Passemard of its employment 
team said signs to look out for are: 
behavioural changes, inability to cope 
with workloads or pressure, loss of inter¬ 
est, absenteeism and personal conflicts.

'Sickies' gap widens 
- public sector staff 
take more days off 



BETTER? Maybe, but public-sector workers take an average of nine days a year sick, three more than their private-sector counterparts 


A RECORD gap opened 
up last year between 
days off sick taken by 
public sector and private 
sector workers - with 
public sector workers 
taking an average of nine 
days and private workers 
less than six. 

The gulf between the two 
absence rates - the public was 55 
per cent higher than the 5.8-day 
private average - was revealed in 
a survey which showed that the 
private sector improved its rate, 
while the public sector remained 
static compared with 2006. 

The findings, in the latest 
CBI/AXA Absence Survey, also 
showed that of the 172 million 
days lost to absence in 2007, more 
than one in ten -12 per cent - are 
thought to be non-genuine. 

These 21 million ‘sickies’ cost 
the economy £1.6 billion and two- 
thirds of employers think that 
some staff are using them to 
extend weekends. 

Sixty per cent said that fake 
sickness was used to extend 
holiday, and a third of employers 
suspect that ‘sickies’ are used for 
special events like birthdays and 
major football games. 

As a whole, absence from work 
cost the UK economy £13.2 billion 
last year - while in the South 


East the average employee in the 
South East took 7.4 days sick. 

CBI South East regional direc¬ 
tor Malcolm Hyde said: “Everyone 
agrees that sick people need time 
off work. 

“But employers face two serious 
and expensive challenges - deal¬ 
ing with bogus sick days, and 
helping those with long-term 
illness return to work when they 
are fit to do so. 


“People who award themselves 
‘sickies’ are acting unfairly, leav¬ 
ing their colleagues to pick up 
their work. 

“Those with long-term illnesses 
need time to recover - nobody 
expects anyone to be at the office 
checking their emails the day 
after a heart bypass. 

“But in many cases, like those 
involving stress or back pain, 
firms that keep in touch with 


employees and offer flexible work¬ 
ing have been successful at reduc¬ 
ing long-term absence levels.” 

Although only five per cent of 
absence spells became long-term, 
they accounted for a massive 
40 per cent of all time lost, costing 
£5.3 billion. 

Long-term absence accounted 
for half of all time lost in the 
public sector, but under a third 
(31 per cent) in the private sector.

Ashby insists he and his
